About Women is intended to improve and assist access to official statistical information 
on women by providing an index of statistical sources relevant to women’s issues for use 
by women’s policy, advisory, research and related organisations. 


The index lists issues relating to women with catalogue numbers of ABS publications 
containing appropriate data. It is intended as a companion volume to the Catalogue of 
Publications and Products (Cat. No. 1101.0). This index is a guide to data related to 
women’s issues and does not purport to cover all ABS data available by gender. 


Various organisations and individuals were consulted on the content of this index and 
their contribution is gratefully acknowledged.

Sources of Data 


The ABS conducts a wide range of censuses and surveys with the major population 
collections being the Census of Population and Housing, the Labour Force Survey and 
other population surveys such as the National Health Survey. 


Census of Population and Housing 


The Australian Bureau of Statistics conducts a National census every 5 years. The census 
was last held on 30 June 1986, and the next will be held on 6 August 1991. 


The census provides a complete demographic portrait of Australia. Information from 
thecensus covers age and sex of the population, birthplace, other demographic and social 
data (education, religion, families, households), income, labour force characteristics 
(occupation, industry), and housing and living arrangements. A full listing of the data 
items collected can be found in The 1986 Census Dictionary (Cat. No. 2174.0). Nearly all 
data from the census are available by gender. 


Statistical publications from the census cover the most commonly used census data, and 
highlight various aspects of Australia’s population and the type of dwellings in which 
they live. Census reports discuss and analyse key information on various Australian 
demographic and social groups, and are listed in this index under relevant topics. 
Further details on all census publications can be found in the ABS Catalogue of Publications 
and Products. 


However, these publications cover only a small proportion of the data available. Sum- 
mary data are available, nearly all by gender, for most topics included in the census for 
a wide range of geographic areas, and on a variety of media: printed copy, floppy disk, 
CD-ROM, magnetic tape and microfiche. CDATA86, on CD-ROM, contains small area 
summary data and can produce statistical profiles and colour maps. 


Cross-classified tables are detailed tables containing many variables (e.g. age by family 
income by type of educationa! institution attended by gender) and are available on 
microfiche, magnetic tape and floppy disk. Thereisa range of standard tables available, 
as listed in the Catalogue of 1986 Census Tables (Cat. No. 2175.0), but others can be made 
available on request. For example, a table published for total persons could be made 
available by gender. Charges vary according to the data required and the cost of 
extraction. 


Customised census information can be provided by our Information Consultancy Ser- 
vice. Phone our Information Inquiries Service (listed on the back page) for further details 
and for any inquiries regarding census products. 


Labour Statistics 


There are three main sources of ABS labour statistics, namely, population surveys, the 
Census of Population and Housing and a variety of employer based surveys. 


The Monthly Population Survey is a survey conducted at households across Australia. 
This survey comprises the Labour Force Survey, which covers a wide variety of topics 
on employment, unemployment and other labour issues, and for most months of the 
year supplementary surveys, which cover such topics as educational attendance, 
employment benefits, mobility and superannuation coverage. 


The Census of Population and Housing, conducted every five years, also collects infor- 
mation on the labour force and is particularly useful for detailed characteristics such as 
small area data, or industry or occupation groups. 


The Census of Population and Housing and population surveys collect demographic and 
socio-economic details which can be presented in a form to suit your information needs 


The ABS employer-based surveys collect data direct from employers on, for example, 
number of employees, average weekly earnings, training, overtime worked, and labour 
costs. 


Asummary of the different sources of data can be found in the ABS publication A Guide 
to Labour Statistics (Cat. No. 6102.0) which discusses the definitions and concepts used in 
gathering labour statistics and lists the data items collected. 


Labour statistics are available in a range of formats including publications, computer 
printout, magnetic tape and microfiche or a customised report to meet your specific 
needs. Much unpublished data are also available, for further details contact ABS Infor- 
mation Inquiries in your State or Territory (see back page). 


National Health Survey 


The 1989-90 National Health Survey provides information on how healthy we are asa 
nation, how we use our health services and facilities, and how the Australian life-style 
influences our health. Results of this survey will be released in 1991, 


The ABS has consulted closely with health professionals and organisations and State and 
Federal Government departments to ensure the topics included in the survey are focused 
on the most important policy, planning and research questions. 


The survey covers topics such as recent and chronic illness, consultations with doctors, 
dentists and other health professionals, time lost from work or school, medications taken, 
and lifestyle - smoking, drinking, diet and exercise. 


Aspects of women’s health are addressed in all topics included in the survey. Additional 
information was requested of women aged between 18 and 64 years on a range of heaith 
issues specifically related to women, including: information on breast and cervical cancer 
screening, the use of oral contraceptives and I.U.D’s, and breastfeeding. 


Data for each of these topics can be cross-classified with a comprehensive range of 
demographic and socio-economic characteristics, including age, marital status, 
aboriginality, birthplace, educational attainment, occupation and income. Results can be 
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made available for Australia, individual States and Territories, and subject to some 
limitations, for regions within States. 


Similar National health surveys were carried out in 1977-78 and in 1983 (but did not 
address specific women’s health issues), The 1989-90 survey is the first in a new series 
of National health surveys to be held every five years. 


Selected results of the survey will be published progressively from April 1991. Details 
of planned publications and other releases of survey results will be contained in [nforma- 
tion Paper: 1989-90 National Health Survey - Products and Services (Cat. No. 4362.0) due for 
release early in 1991.

Other Sources of Information 


It has not been possible in this index to list all sources of statistical information. Other 
government agencies also publish statistics on a range of issues. For details of collections 
of statistics undertaken by Commonwealth agencies, consult the ABS Register of Common- 
wealth Statistical Collections (Cat. No. 1114.0). State governments conduct statistical 
collections on areas such a‘ education, crime and hospital morbidity, and other research, 
business and semi-government organisations also conduct various surveys. Advice can 
be obtained from the appropriate State government department. ABS Information 
Services can also assist you. 


Special Products and Services 


As well as a wide range of printed publications, the ABS offers a variety of services and 
special products. 


Information Consultancy Service 


The Information Consultancy Service provides personalised assistance to meet your 
more complex information needs. Our consultants work closely with you to help 
determine the information available to match your needs and will advise you of the cost 
involved. They can then locate that information for you and provide it in the format of 
your choice, which may include a hard copy report, floppy disk or simply a personal 
phone call. 


Consultants have access to all the information available within the ABS, including 
population census and demographic data, industry, business and finance information, 
historical data and detailed information which may not be included in our regular 
publications. Our information consultants include professional librarians skilled in 
locating detailed historical references and data sources. 


Aninformation consultant can tap the knowledge of subject-area experts throughout the 
ABS, such as demographic or economic specialists, to help in your data search. 


For all your information needs call the ABS Information Inquiries Service in your State 
or Territory on the number listed on the back page of this index. 


Unpublished Data 


The publications listed in this inclex are only a fraction of the available data on the subject 
of your choice. A large volume of unpublished data is available, in the form of computer 
printout, microfiche, electronic media, specially prepared tables or customised reports. 
There is a vast amount of unpublished data available from, for example, the population 
census, labour force and other population surveys. Data may be available at more 
detailed geographic levels than those used ina publication. For instance, unpublished 
data at a State level, equivalent to that published at a National level, may be available. 
Published tables that present data for total persons may ve available by gender from 
unpublished data. Charges vary according to the data required and the cost of extraction.

Regional Data 


In addition to publishing statistics on a State or Australia-wide basis, the ABS also 
publishes a considerable range of statistics on a regional basis. The geographical areas 
used are mostly based on the Australian Standard Geographical Classification and 
include statistical local areas, subdivisions and divisions. Further information concern- 
ing statistical areas is contained in the publication Australian Standard Geographical 
Classification (Cat. No. 1216.0). 
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Many National publications include State level data but data may also be available at 
more detailed levels than are in the publications. Data may be available in the form of 
computer printout, microfiche, electronic media or specially prepared tables from un- 
published data. Inquiries can be made to our Information Services section (see back 


page). 


Population census data are available for a wide range of geographic areas, for example, 
collection districts, statistical local areas, local government areas, postcodes, urban 
centres, and electoral divisions. Summary data are avai!sble on a variety of media: 
printed copy, floppy disk, CD-ROM, magnetic tape or microfiche. You can also define 
your own special geographic area of interest and have summary data produced for a 
customised report by our Information Consultancy Service. 


Alist of ABS publications containing small area data is available in Catalogue of Small Area 
Statistics (Cat. No. 1108.0). 


Library Access to ABS Publications 


If you wish to consult an ABS publication, you can do so at any ABS Office Library, and 
also at any State Library, or at the National Library in Canberra.

Electronic Products 


Inaddition to printed publications, the ABS provides a wide range of statistical informa- 
tion through electronic media, giving instant access to a variety of information and the 
power to analyse and sort data with your personal computer. 


Statistics for Microcomputer Users 


Compact Disc - Read Only Memory (CD-ROM) Products 

CD-ROM products provide very large databases in a form suitable for access by 
microcomputer. CD-ROM products comprise the subject database, map boundary infor- 
mation, ‘Supermap’ sortware and on-line documentation. Each product is aimed at 
providing users with a complete analysis system which is easy to learn and simple to 
use. 


Current CD-ROM Products include: 
CDATAS86 - Census of Population and Housing: Summary Data on CD-ROM (Cat. No. 2522.0) 


Contains the 1981 and 1986 Population Census small area summary data for a range of 
geographical levels, including collection district, statistical local area, local government 
area, statistical division and postcode area. This product presents information on topics 
such as income, ages, professions, ethnic groupings and housing details. 


Floppy Disk 


A comprehensive range of demographic and economic statistics is available on floppy 
disk. The standard data releases on floppy disk are complemented by the availability of 
customised disks. Of particular note are the Time Series Floppy Disk Service, from which 
clients can request the specific time series that meet their needs from a range of over 
60,000 economic and social time series, and the Geostats Small Area Data Service, which 
offers a full range of regionally based data items in time series format. 


Also available on floppy disk is demographic, financial and lifestyle information from 
the 1986 Census of Population and Housing. Data on age, sex, income, qualification, 
birthplace, family structure, occupation, type of dwelling and more are available for a 
wide range of geographical areas. 


DIRECT 

DIRECT: The Directory of Social, Population and Labour Statistics (Cat. No. 1116.0) is a 
directory of information about data from: the Census of Population and Housing; 
Labour Force surveys; and Social surveys. 


Available on floppy disk, DIRECT is a user-friendly software system for use on any IBM 
or close compatible PC, XT, or AT micro computer that meets memory and storage 
requirernents (640 Kb memory and 4 Mb hard disk space). 


PROTAB 
The ABS is developing a software facility which it proposes to make available to users 
for the specification of tables from ABS household surveys such as the Household 
Expenditure Survey 1988-89, and the Survey of Disability and Ageing, 1988. 


PROTAB is being designed to run from any IBM compatible micro computer to provide 
full details of all data items available from a particular survey. You will be able to specify 
the exact tables you require, calculate their cost, send the request to the ABS and receive 
your tables within two working days.
